Coll«e» Yelling. 


The university boys who try their prow- 


ess on the gridiron this afternoon are not 
in the least depressed by the gloomy 
aspect. 
Inside and outside of Murray 


Hill hotel and Plaza hotel, where Prince- 
ton and Yale respectively are quartered, 
hundreds of collegians assembled during 
the morning giving cries and slogans of 
both colleges. The Grand Central depot 
was also a yelling ground for the incom- 
ing mob. 


The Color* Dl«im>nted. 


Yale's blue and Princeton's orange and 


black are generously distributed through- 
out the city. Every nook and corner of 
the big oftics buildings, ulevated railways 
and surface lines are bedecked with the 
colors. 


Ninety out of every 100 of New York's 


visible population which is considerably 
increased by the visitors here to witness 
the supreme effort of the afternoon, speak 
of nothing else but "Bucking the center" 
and "Running around ends." 


Princeton In Favor. 


Princeton is the popular favorite, odds 


in betting ranging from 10 to 7 to 10 to 9. 
At 11 o'clock the offices in Wall street 
were alive with a squirming eel-like 
crowd, talking nothing but "punts and 
passes."

A DISASTROUS FIRE, 


Big New Tenement Block 


on River Street Extenr 


sion Destroyed. 


TWELVE THOUSAND DOLLAR LOSS, 


The Building, Which Was Unoccupied, 


was a Mass of Flames When the 


Firemen Arrived. Worst 


in Ten Years. 


The largest fire which has occurred in 


this city in ten years took place tbia after- 
noon on River street extension. The 
alarm from box 13, Johnson's grounds, at 
1.30 'oclock met with prompt response by 
the entire department, but the blaze had 
Sained such headway that water was of 
little avail. 


The building, which was totally de- 


stroyed, was a three-story wooden block 
for twelve tenements, numbers It and 12 
River street extension, owned by George 
N. Rich. It had been in process of build- 
ing for nearly a year and would have been 
ready for occupancy in a month. The 
plasterers had finished work in several 
rooms and stoves had been used to hasten 
its drying. 


The fire originated in the third story 


and the building was a blazing furnace 
when the firemen arrived. 
The main 


efforts of the firemen were directed to 
saving adjoining property, and they were 
successful. With the falling in of the 
roof several fireman narrowly escaped 
injury. 


The block cost over $12,000 and WHS 


only partially insured.

CONDITIONS OF MODERN LIFE 


Render Opportunities lor Healthful 


Exercise Essential. What North 


Adams Needs. What the Y. 


M.C. A., Would Like to Do. 


EDITOR TBANSCRIPT:—In a recent issue 


of your paper I read with much interest 
an editorial on bowling alleys and publ'c 
baths in our city. 
Along the same line is 


the effort now being made to secure a 
gymnasium in connection with our local 
Young Hen's Christian association. 


To one who has studied or experienced 


the beneficial effects of a systematic train- 
ing on the system, the value and need of 
several such institutions in a city like 
North Adams in apparent. 
In the rush 


and whirl of city life the strife to secure 
the mighty dollar has cast out all regard 
for health and physical development. The 
tendency of undue life is to undermine 
the constitution and weaken the functions 
of the various organs. 
Men are leaving 


the freedom of the country for the 
crowded streets and boarding houses of 
the city, and in order to make a success 
in life they must concentrate all their 
efforts on some specific branch of work in 
which only a few gronps of muscles are 
brought into activity. 
Boys are taken 


from school at an early age to assume the 
responsibilities of men nnd do their share 
toward supporting Ihe family. 
These, 


together with the neivous excitement of 
our business and social life, tend to weaken 
rather than strenghten the constitutions, 
which, through the laws of heredity, we 
mnst hand down to our children. 


There are very few cities of 20,000 in- 


habitants in New England where there is 
not at least one place where young men 
and boys may obtain this physical train- 
ing and recreation; and with the peculiar 
conditions of our city there is need of not 
one only, but several such such institu- 
tions. This matter has been discussed for 
some time by the directors of the Young 
Men's Christian association, and now the 
time sc'ms ripe for the citizens to take 
some definite action in this important 
matter. 


We have a "home" for our young men, 


and connected with it is a lot on which at 
an expense of about foOOO we can place a 
gymnasium equipped with modern ap- 
pliances, bowling alleys and baths, where 
freed from all temptations, the young 
men and boys of our city may have the 
opportunity to build up stronger bodies 
and thus be better able to resist those dis- 
eases which time and surroundings are 
sare to bring to each of us. We need this 
quipment to do our best work as an 
association for the young men of Noith 
Adams.

Patent Office Froflia. 


"So far there have been nearly 300 


patents issued for horaashoeB," observed 
a blacksmith. "Every one of them was 
supposed to have merit. A Jorge num- 
ber of them were supposed to be of 
value for the reason that they could be 
pat on horses by bands or clasps and 
thus save time and the expense of borse- 
shoers. Six thoneand dollars, therefore, 
has been paid into the patent office by 
inventors of horseshoes. 


"Not one of these inventions was 


ever used, and today, as during the 
past, horses are shod. The only shoe 
that can be put on a horse must be nail- 
ed on by a blacksmith, There is no royal 
road to wealth, and there is no way to 
shoe a horse except to nail on the shoe. 
This $8,000 is but a small part of the 
money paid out in connection with pat- 
ented horseshoes."—Washington Star.

The most reliable data shows its native 
population to be abont 27,000—10,000
